It is interesting to note that the 
Strathnaver and Strathaird, built by 
Messrs. “Vickers-Armstrongs, Ltd., 
for the P. and O. Steam Navigation 
Company, are the largest. vessels 
ever ‘uilt for that HMne. Each is 
638 fect long and 80 feet broad, 
with a draught of 29 fect and gross 
tonnage-of 21,500 tons: ‘The pro- 
pelling machinery -of .28,000 s.h.p. 
makes these two vessels the most 
powerful electrically equipped ves- 
sels in the world. Turbo-electric 
propulsion has been adopted, and 
the entin propelling equipment has 
been supplied by the British ‘Thom- 


son-Houston Company, Ltd, of 
Rugby. 
’ Two . eparate turbo-alternator 


sets have Been fitted, each with its 
own condensing plant and au- 
xiliaries. Power is transmitted by 
two double-unit synchronous motors 
direct coupled to the twin propeller 
shafte. A‘contactor cubicle is -in- 
stalled to control the power from 
the alternators to the propulsion. 
motors, and two balancer booster 
seta are‘used for excitation pur- 
poses. The vessels can be propelled 
at about 19 knots with one main 
turbo-alternater . set in ‘operation 
and at 23 knots ‘with ‘both ‘main 
sets in use.
